Oklahoma City; Okla., February 13.— 
Initial testimony was given today in 
support of the contention of the 
defense that United States Senator 
Thomas P. Gore, who is being sued by 
Mrs. Minnie E. Bond for $50,000 dam- 
ages, is the victim of a conspiracy, 
engineered by disappointed office-seek- 
Tomorrow morning the senator 

will take the witness stand to deny 

in detail. his attorneys declare, Mrs. 

Rond’s allegation of indignities offered 

her and to make “startling revela- 

tions” as to the alleged plot. 

Half a dozen witnesses summoned by 
the defense, testified in contradiction 
of evidence given by witnesses for the 
plaintiff. One of these, J. W. Laws. an 
Oklahoma City attorney, declared that 
‘die was told by T. E. Robertson, an 
important: witness for Mrs. Bond and 
an unsuccessful applicant for a fed- 
eral position, that Gore was “drunk 
with power, but we’M pull him from 
his high perch yet.” Laws admitted 
on cross-éxamination that he “had 
hopes” of receiving an appointment in 
the civil service, but denied that he 
was “trying to get into Senator Gore's | 
drinking cellar.” Laws also testified 
that Dr. J. H. Barp, another witness 
for the plaintiff, told him of meeting 
Mrs. Bond in a eAfe. Earp yesterday 
mate specific denial of the alleged fn- 
eldent. 

Threatened to Get Gore. 

Another witness, Webster Spates, a 
special agent for the department of 
justice, Geelared that he had over- 
heard Robertson threaten to “get” the 
senator. Spates said he came to Ok- 
lahoma to testify at the direction of 
his superiors in the department of jus- 
tice and expected to have his expenses 
paid by Senator Gore. 

Several depositions were also read 
this afternoon. In one Howard B. Read, 
a Washington detective, employed by 
Senator Gore, declared that he had on 
different occasions seen James Jacobs, 
Kirby Fitzpatrick and Robertson in 
consultation with Mrs. Bond. J. F. Me- 
Murray also attended the conferences, 
according to Read. Fitzpatrick testi- 
fled yesterday as an eye witness to the 
alleged attack. Robertson was on the 
stand this morning and Jacobs, it is 
stated, will be called to give evidence 
in rebuttal. 

Smith Chambers, newspaper man and 
postmaster at Tonkawa, Okla., quoted 
Jacobs as saying that the hotel episode 
was a “frame up.” Chambers testified 
that he had asked Jacobs how it hap- 
pened that he, with Robertson and 
Fitzpatrick, happened to be in the hall- 
way of the hotel at the time of the 
alleged occurrence. 

Direct evidence for the plaintiff was 
concluded: early this afternoon. 

Te Examine Telegrams. 

Summons have been issued for the 
managers of the telegraph companies 
here with instructions to produce 
copies of telegrams exchanged between 
Oklahoma City and Washington at the 
time of the alleged attack. Mrs. Bond 
has testified that she sent a dispatch 
urging her husband to come to Wash- 
ington, but that the message was not 
delivered until several days later. 

“We will now bring out something 
far more startling than has yet been 
tol@,” remarked one of Senator Gore's 
attorneys. 

When court recessed at noon, attor- 
neys for Senator Gore déclared the 
senator probably would be called to 
the stand to give his version of the

AMERICAN GIRL WHO

should be deported as an undesirable 
alien to Japan, a land she never has 
seen. 

The girl and Manso Goto, whom she 
met in Omaha, were married on the 
high seas, off San Diego, some months 
ago. Under the law she takes the na- 
tionality of her husband, and when 
Goto was accused of having violated 
the white slavery law by accepting 
her earnings, she became liable to de- 
portation with him. 

The girl and Goto were married on 
a launch, hired especially to enable 
them to avoid the California law pro- 
hibiting matrimony between Caucas- 
ians and Mongolians.

Williams Makes Address. 

J. Skelton Willlams,.comptrolier of 
the currency, arrived late, but address- 
ed the assembled merchants. 

Senator Smith presented Mr. Williams 
Mr. Williams said in 


part: 

“Tt is hoped that in the working out 
of the new currency law we may make 
the dollar less of a curiosity than it 
has been to many of our people by 
facilitating its circulation and increas- 
ing its value as an instrument of com- 
merce and achievement, while not dl- 
minishing its intrinsic value and main- 
taining its stability as a standard of 
measurement. 

“We want to put wings on riches, 
for they are mostevaluakle when they 
have wings—not to fly sway from us, 
as most of us have found them quick 
enough to do, but to fly around and 
circulate as the bees do, returning with 
honey, but after having fliuctified and 
given life to growing things, giving 
as well as gathering benefits. 

“T believe that none of us are likely 
to overestimate the tremendous good 
which will flow from the enactment of 
this law. 

“The splendid piece of constructive 
legislation which the country now ad- 
mits is likely to be the solution of all 
the vexed financial problems which 
have confronted the nation for the past 
half century, is spoken of as ‘a mira- 
ble,’ but is no miracle; it is the logical 
and natural result and product of men 
who have devoted to its creation and 
development brains and energies which 
for many years have been dedicated to 
the study of great problems of gov- 
ernment, political economy and social 
prograss from the altruistic stand- 
point, and the country will not forebear 
to accord to President Wilson, to Alex- 
ander Hamilton's distinguished suc- 
cessor, and to the distinguished chair- 
men of the banking and currency com- 
mittees of the senate and of the house 
the great credit which they so richly 
deserve for the painstaking labor, the 
unselfish and unremitting “devotion to 
a task which has now come to such 
splendid fruition.” 


Mayor Welcomes Visitors. 


Mayor Woodward welcomed the 
merchants to the city, but expressed 
the hope that the welcome was not too 
late, as the merchants had been here 
for a week, and he had only this 
chance to tell them how glad he was 
that they had come to Atlanta again 
for their yearly convention.”

Norfolk, Va., February 13.—Battling 
blindly against the fury of a northeast 
gale, in a blinding snowstorm, two 
steamers went ashore tonight a few 
miles from the Virginia Capes. One of 
them is the British steamer Katherine 
Park and the other is an unknown 
tramp. 

The Katherine Park stranded off 
Smith Island, a few miles from Cape 
Charles. The unknown vessel struck 
the beach near the Cape Henry Life 
Saving Station, almost in the same spot 
where the haval collier Sterling went 
ashore several years ago. 

Life savers, despite the high seas 
and the blinding snowstorm, succeed- 
ed in launching a boat and reached the

Danville, Va., reported a snow 
fall of 3 inches, the first of the winter.

Greensboro, N. C., apparently regis- 
tered the most extreme cold in the 
south Atlantic section, the minimum 
being 14 demrees above zero and the 
maximum but 32 degrees higher.

THIRD OF FRENCH ARMY 
ILL DURING JANUARY 


Parts, February 138.—More than 
250,000 soldiers of the French army 
were on the sick list during January, 
according to figures made public inthe 
chamber of deputies today by Deputy 
Eduard Lachaud. 

“A few weeks ago,’ said Lachaud, 
“out of 717,000 men iin the French 
army, 194,000 were sick in the barrack 
rooms, 44,000 were confined in the 
barrack infirmaries, and 21,000 were in 
station hospitals, so that at one time 
or another during the month, more 
than a third of the soldiers belonging 
to the army were till. Fortunately, 
only 280 deaths occurred.” 

Figures given by the war depart- 
ment today show that in the 203 garri- 
sons a total of 6,365 soldiers are suf- 
fering from measles, scarletina or 
cerebro spinal meningitis. Eighty-five 
deaths from the diseases have occurred 
in the army since the beginning of 
January.

Washington, February 13.—Despite a 
general understanding that, in defer- 
ence to the administration, Asiatic ex- 
clusion legislation would not be agl-/{ 
tated in congress pending diplomatic 
negotiations with Japan, Commission- | 
er General Caminetti, of the immigra- , 
tion bureau, addressed a house com- } 
mittee today urging early action “to: 
check the menace of Asiatic immigra- | 
tion.”’ 

It had been announced that a meet- 
ing of the immigration committee 
would be confined rigidly to the sub- 
ject of exclusion of Hindus. Mr. Ca- | 
minetti’s testimony came as a mild | 
sensation. 

“The Chinese ahd the Japanese,” said} 
Commissioner Caminetti, “had become } 
so acclimated to the United States that 
Asiatic immigration is a serious men- 
ace to the entire country. The danger 
is greatest, of course. on the Pacific 
coast, but {t is general as well. 

“The Chinese have spread rapidly all 
over the country and now me sapanese 
have become so acclimated that no part 
of the country is immune from the 
invasion. There can be no question : 
but that the Japanese are coming in / 
surreptitiously. The number of Japa- ' 
nese in the country has doubled in the 
last five or six years. ‘ 

Whole Country Menaced. 

“New laws to prevent smuggling of 
immigrants are an urgent need. They 
should be passed at the present session 
of congress. Japanese, Chinese and 
Hindus cross the border ftllegwally. I 
should like to see legislative action at 
the earliest possible moment on the 
question, to check the menace to the 
Pacific coast and the whole country. 

“The people of California have wait- 
ed patiently for the diplomatic settle- 
ment of the Japanese question and I 
believe they do not want to watt again 
for diplomatic negotiations on the 
Hindu problem. If you throw down the 
bars to the 350,000,000 Hindus, the; 
southern United States as well as the 
Pacific coast will get its share of the 
immigrants.” 

Commissioner Caminetti declared 
that in his opinion Asiatic exclusion | 
legislation as embraced in the Raker 
bill and other measures woefore 
committee, did not in any way vio- 
late existing treaties, even under the 
“most favored nation” clause.

Circuit, presiding during the second 
week in lieu of Judge Charles S. Reid 
in the trial of the criminal cases. 

The only murder case was that of the 
State v. Son Thompson, and the de- 
fendant, a negro, was acquitted by the 
jury. The State v. Tom Swann, col- 
ored, charged with arson, after a hot 
legal battle, resulted in a verdict’ of 
guilty, and the defendant was sen- 
tenced by Judge Freeman to serve five 
years in the chaingang. Defendant’s 
counsel filed a motion for a new trial. 

The state could get only two of a 
number of defendants indicted for sell- 
ing liquor to trial. Both were con- 
victed by the jury and sentenced to 
serve six months tin the chaingang 
without the alternative of paying a 
fine. One of the defendants, Os Wilson, 
colored, will at once pegin to make his 
time, while the other, Lon Washing- 
ton, colored, is releayed on bond pend- 
ing the determination of his motion 
for a new trial. Several bonds of de- 
fendants in whisky cases were for- 
felted.

who disapprove, the law does not apply.’’ 


THE MAN WOULD GO TO JAIL. 


And yet there are those who say that the man or men who sell liquor 
to their fellowmen do more harm than does the embezzler. 


George Stuart puts it: 


“It is far better to steal than to take money and leave liquor in 
its place. 


‘‘The thief steals the money, but he leaves the body, the mind, the 
character, the reputation, and the soul of his victim unharmed. 


‘‘The liquor seller takes the money and leaves something worse than 
nothing. 


‘‘He leaves something that injures the body of his victim; that injures 
the mind of his victim; that injures the reputation of his victim, and that 
ultimately destroys the soul of his victim.’’ 


YOU CRY IN DISGUST— 


‘The club—why, even the lowest tiger does not ruin every man who 
takes a dram. Be reasonable!’’ ) 


True, Right. But look— 


If a man—whether for money or for fun—shbdots a pistol in a crowded 
street and kills one man out of the thousands there, the law imputes 
malice and intent to kill and brands the man a murderer, to be hung 
because of his wanton disregard for human life. 


The seller of liquor—whether he be disguised in the respectable 
habiliments of a charter of a social club, or in the filthy rags of a negro 
blind tiger—the seller of liquor, whoever he is, if he has been in the 
business long enough, has killed—and if he continues long enough in the 
trade he will kill one or more. And the death has not been-—the death 
will not be the quick, merciful one that comes from the pistol ball through 
the brain. It has ever been—it will ever be—slow and lingering, sapping 
first the honor, undermining the home, breaking the hearts of loved ones, 
spreading the cancer of disgrace until it drags the man into his grave. 


You, even as you read this, will recall the passing of some poor 
creature whom you knew—maybe one whom you loved, whom the seller 
of liquor has killed for gain. 


But the curse of the trade in club and bar is not now open to debate. 


The State has spoken. 
Section 426, Volume II. of the Code, forbids the sale of liquor in 
Georgia. 


Code Section 5335 describes a ‘‘blind tiger,’’ and provides for its 
abatement as a nuisance. It says— 


‘‘Any place . where spirituous, malt or intoxiesting liquors shall 
be sold in defiance of law, shall be deemed a nuisance, and may be abated 
or enjoined as such.’’ 


The Acts of 1911, Page 180, declare that the possession of ‘‘any. 
internal revenue special tax receipt as required’’ by United States law is 
prima facie evidence of guilt in any trial to abate or enjoin any blind 
tiger as a nuisance. 


Have you—has your club such a receipt? 


Those members of respectable clubs—those men who are in the 
majority and have not joined simply for the purpose of maintaining a 
blind tiger—we again ask you to consider these laws and conditions in 
our City and State. 


CRIMINALS ARE POINTING TO YOU. 
Again we ask that you obey the law. 


And with confidence that it will ultimately be done, we again ask our 
public officials to consider these laws and to see that they are enforced. 


The blind tiger will go.

The age in which we live and do business 
doesn’t’ seem very far behind Jules Verne 
and Baron Munchausen. Here comes a tale 
from San Francisco to the effect that re- 
sourceful surgeons there have restored an 
army officer, once thought hopelessly para- 
lyzed, to normality, by splicing his sciatic 
nerve. He is going back to the Philippines, 
clothed and in his right mind, to dodge the 
yellow peril or do scout work among the 
savage head-hunting Igorrotes. 

The Frisco case is only an instance. The 
Rockefeller institute in New York, and 
other reputable medical establishments in 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, not to mention 
Chicago and Rochester, Minn., where the 
celebrated brothers Mayo do constructive 
sculpture on crippled humanity, are daily 
performing wonders in the sort of surgery 
and rehabilitative medicine. They are trans- 
planting. organs from one individual to the 
other. Grafting operations (not political) 
are common. They are tapping the head of 
a criminal with a hammer and a saw and 
metamorphosing him into an honest and en- 
ergetic taxpayer. There are even promises 
that in the near future a man may be able 
to send his circulatory system to the dry- 
cleaners and renovators. 

Most amazing about these narratives is 
that they are truth, and not fiction. The 
man who thinks the twentieth century isn’t 
a garden of actual miracles forgets to read 
the newspapers. What further wonders 
medical science may yet accomplish in our 
own day depends simply on the robustness 
of your imagination.

SUPERIORITY OF OUR SYSTEM. 


The Hungarian government has sent an 
embassy of experts to the United States to 
study the superiority of railroad operation 
under private management. Hungary owns 
several railroad lines, and in that country 
government ownership has not proved the 
unqualified benefaction some of our extreme 
theorists profess it would be for America. 

This one little incident dramatizes the 
folly of the clamor, here and there, for gov- 
ernment ownership. 

Hungary, Germany and others of the old 
world countries have partial or complete 
government ownership of railroads and find 
themselves confronted with a white ele- 
phant. 

America, with a system of railroads the 
efficiency of which puts these government- 
owned lines to blush, has developed a few 
doctrinaires that would embrace principles 
older countries would like to discard. 

American railroads under private man- 
agement are far from perfect. What they 
would be under government ownership is 
unpleasant to contemplate. 

Worst of all, we would have the founda- 
tions for 4 government oligarchy menacing 
popular government as it has not been 
menaced since the peace of Yorktown. Each 
member of the enormous host of railroad 
employees in this country an employee of 
the government, subject to political influ- 
ences and the inevitable inefficiency that 
goes with them. 

That is just one objection, but it is 
enough to brand the whole scheme as chi- 
merical, dangerous and absurd. When it can 
be established that other countries, all things 
} being equal, have thrived under government 
ownership of railroads, it will be time for 
America to debate the wisdom of that policy. 
But as long as governments owning their 
railways have to learn lessons from private 
ownership in America we had best heed the 
moral and let well enough alone.

The spring of 1886 saw an unusual amount 
of agitation among labor organizations look- 
ing to a higher rate of wages and a schedule 
of shorter vorking hours. The revolt was 
mostly in the west. Chicago was & sort 
of storm-center. In May forty thousand 
workmen struck in Chicago to enforce the 
demand for an eight-hour labor day. During 
the early part of the month several work- 
men had been shot by police and by Pinker- 
ton detectives. : 

On the evening of May 3 was announced 
a public indignation meeting for the follow- 
ing day in Haymarket Square, at which “good 
speakers” would be in attendance. About 
fifteen hundred workmen assembled on May 
4. Most of the addresses were comparatively 
mild in tone, but about 10 o'clock, after the 
mayor had gone and part of the audience 
had dispersed, Samuel Fielden gave utter- 
ance to vehement incendiary remarks, re- 
ferring with derision to such men as Wash- 
ington, Jefferson and Patrick Henry, and 
concluded, “The law is your enemy. We are 
rebels against it. You have been robbed 
and will be starved into a worse condition.” 

At this point a body of about 180 police- 
men marched up. Captain Ward addressed 
the crowd: “I command you, in the name of 
the people of the state of Illinois to imme- 
diately disperse.’’ They arrested Fielden. As 
the police were carrying him off a deafening 
explosion occurred and a third of the police- 
men fell wounded, the result of a bomb. 

The officers still on their feet dashed 
against the mob, of whom over fifty fell, 
the rest fleeing. A storm of wrath fell upon 
the anarchists, who had thus for the first 
time tried their methods in America. The 
actual thrower of the bomb was probably 
Rudolph Schaubelt; but by shaving off his 
beard immediately he avoided identification, 
though twice arrested, and finally escaped 
to parts unknown. 

Efforts were made to bring the heads of 
the Chicago conspirators to justice. The 
bomb used was probably the production of 
Louis Lingg, who all the afternoon before 
the riot had, with his assistants, been filling 
bombs similar to the one thrown. 

Lingg was arrested, as well as seven 
other men connected with the anarchist news- 
papers conducted by Albert R. Parsons and 
Augustus Spies. The prosecution was based 
mainly upon extracts from these papers. As 
accessories before the fact, equally guilty 
with the unknown principal, having by 
speech and print advised the commission of 
murder. Augustus Spies, Michael Swab, Sam- 
uel Fielden, Albert R. Parsons, Adolph Fisch- 
er, George Engle and Louis Linn were, on 
August 20, 1886, sentenced to death, and 
Oscar Neebe was sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment at hard labor. 

The trial had consumed a number of 
weeks, having been begun early in July. It 
was with much difficulty that a jury wag 
obtained. On August 17, Captain Black. who 
was the leading counsel for the anarchists, 
began his closing speech. He claimed that 
the whole of the murder rested on the shoul- 
ders of the man who threw the bomb, and he 
argued that the defendants could not be con- 
victed as accessories before the fact. 

On August 19. Judge Gary, before whom 
the trial had been held, charged the jury, 
in which he set out that all conspirators were 
equally guilty, concluding his speech at 2:50 
p. m., after which the jury retired and had 
completed and sealed their verdict by 11 
o'clock. 

With the approval of the judge and the 
district attorney, the sentences of Schwab 
and_Fielden were to life imprisonment. Lingg 
escaped the gallows by suicide, or, as his 
friends maintained, by murder at the hands 
of the police, a bomb, his chosen weapon, be- 
ing exploded in his mouth. Four more 
bombs were found in his cell. Engle failed 
in an attempt to kill himself by poison. 

In November, 1887, Engle, Parsons, Fisch- 
er and Spies were hanged, remaining defiant 
to the last. Their bodies were buried two 
days later. A procession of anarchists fol- 
lowed them to the grave singing the Mar- 
seillaise and disporting red rtbbcns. 7 

There were many people of intelligence, 
standing, patriotism and high courage who 
believed that it was a mistake to administer 
capital punishment under the circumstances. 
Between eight and nine years after the Hay- 
market riot, Governor Altgeld, of Illinois, 
pardoned the three anarchists still in the 
penitentiary, claiming that “the murder 
was not upon seditious advice of those ob- 
scure anarchist sheets, but was an act of 
personal retaliation for some of the several 
instances of police and Pinkerton shooting 
and brutality which he alleged.” 


PREACHERS AND FARMERS 


Editor Constitution: In a recent issue 
of The Constitution, you speak editorially 
of the California plan by which the coun- 
try ministers spend a week at the State 
Agricultural college, studying the needs and 
the opportunities of rural communities. The 
plan is an excellent one. Until recently the 
farmer has been all but forgotten in Ameri- 
ca. Now the high cost of living is com- 
pelling us to remember him. He has not as 
a rule been getting his full share of pros- 
perity.

SQUARE MEALS. 


Treatises in plenty on cooking have been 
given to the world by women and, alack! 
by some men, from the days of Esau and 
Jacob to our own time. 
But when we examine 
their work we are 
struck by the fact that 
no two of them _ are 
agreed on the elements 
or fundamentals of the 
ecience. If we inquirée, 
for instance, the varie- 
ty and number of fish, 
fowl and meat dishes 
suitable for certain 
company days, we find 
that where Madame X 
is satisfied with one, 
Madame Y deciares in 
favor of several of 
each, and Madame Z 
announces that meat is 
unnecessary and extrav- 
agant. 

If we seek the criteria 
by which schools have 
been wont to make dis- 
tinctions and assertions 
we find one great fact; each school is as 
distinct, as far apart, and as eager for ex- 
periment as fifty years ago. Yes, as far 
apart as twenty-two centuries ago, when 
Aristotle pronounced all substances to be de- 
rived from four elements—air, earth, fire 
and water. 

The complex problems of cooking began 
in chemistry, when it was asked, How can 
elements be made the foundation of a science 
when they are constantly recurring in new 
combinations and strange forms where they 
can not be recognized? 

Oxygen and hydrogen gases together be- 
come a liquid, in which no quality of either 
can be traced. Carbon is at one time coal; 
another time, a diamond. Can these con- 
stantly vary and still be the base of a 
science? 

Certainly, for it is 
nations of form that careful 
found the clearest evidences of 
value of science. 

So when, as writers and speakers, we 
find our carefully tested and compounded 
recipes, menus and dinner courses transform- 
ed, broken and distorted, we do not forget 
that this has been going on throughout the 
globe for ages; our common ancestors were 
all barbarians. 

To be a perfect recipe must depend upon 
the natural ability of its originator and his 
degree of culture. Rules are founded not on 
fact, but on errors in reasoning. 

Different races, families and individuals 
all need different foods differently prepared, 
s0 all menus should be mere suggestions 
founded on the needs of the diners with re- 
lation to their occupations, health and in- 
dividual tastes. 

It is seldom practical to use a menu ex- 
actly as given in columns of food magazines 
or cookery books; they are not intended for 
hard and fast guides, but for convenience 
and custom and for aids in selecting foods 
that harmonize. Sometimes combinations and 
suggestions art found that, followed out, 
make old foods seem like new dishes. 

The body has been compared to a fur- 
nace. Combustion is constantly going on 
within it and unless we Keep it supplied with 
fuel (the food we eat) we are soon con- 
sumed. 

Food has two distinct uses. One is to re- 
pair the wastes of the body, the other is to 
produce heat in the blood. For this reason 
we should know the different qualities of 
foods. If we eat too much cooling food in 
cold weather, Nature calls for something 
heavier in no uncertain manner. She is a 
very sensitive dame and her language is 
quickly understood. 

After too hearty a meal of rich foods she 
sends a dull languorous feeling to our brain 
and our dispositions become wrangled. If 
we do not listen to this, she sends a dull 
headache and paints our noses red and 
makes us puff about our work. All this is 
in accordance with our deserts. 

We can keep our bodies well 
them ill, at our pleasure. 

It is a temptation to begin the day with 
a light breaktast and this is all very well 
if we are to have an early, substantial 
lunch. But where lunch is deferred until] 1 
o'clock or after, the digestive rtmuscles are 
weakened and the sudden “breaking of the 
fast’ shocks them. Irregular meals, long 
fasts between them, and quick eating, bring 
on a desire for something between times. 
Men find this “something” at a bar; women, 
at the confectioners. Such things do not 
tend to make our bodies stronger or econo- 
mize our income.

Gecretary Redfield, of the department 
of commerce, today advised Represent- 
ative Howard that he has decided to 
establish one of four branches of the 
foreign and domestic commerce bu- 
reau at Atlanta. 

Other branches are to be established 
at Seattle, St. Louis and Detroit. The 
sundry civil bill carries $80,000 for the 
establishment and maintenance of this 
service, approximately $20,000 to be 
devoted to each of the four bureaus. 

The object of these branch bureaus 
is to get in touch with the commercial 
interests of that section of the country 
in which they are located. Atlanta 
will, of course, devote its greatest

The branch bureaus will keep on 
hand copies of everything gathered by 
the main bureau in Washington, such 
as advice to manufacturers where to 
obtain the best prices abroad; to sell- 
ers where to gell abroad, and to buy- 
ers where to buy abroad. Records will 
also be kept of the names of the prin- 
cipal foreign merchants and names 
and addresses of all American consular 
officers abroad with whom it may be 
of advantage for American merchants 
to deal through. 

Secretary Redfield said he intends to 
continually bring from abroad consuls 
from every country in the world to 
advise with the home producers, sell- 
ers and buyers. When these consular 
officers arrive they will be detailed at 
the Atlanta bureau and other bureaus 
for four weeks at a time to give all 
possible information to manufacturers 
and other merchants regarding the 
best methods to secure foreign trade. 

Mr. Howard believes the establish- 
ment of this bureau, which he has been 
urging some time, will be a great com- 
mercial advantage to Georgia, and es- 
pecially to Atlanta.

TWELFTH PEACE TREATY | 
IS SIGNED BY BRYAN | 


Washington, February 13.—The 
twelfth of the Bryan treaties was 
signed late today when Secretary

New Club in Brooklyn 
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New York, February 13.—Apologiz- 
ing for his persistent denials during 
the week of the intention of the Fed- 
eral league to place a club in Greater 
New York, President James A. Gilmore 
tonight announced the new organiza- 
tion had invaded Brooklyn, and by the 
middle of April would have a club es- 
tablished there with playing grounds 
on the site of the Brooklyn club’s old 
quarters at Wlashington park. 

Financial backers of the new club, 
it was announced, are the brothers, R. 
and B. and George 8S. Ward, wealthy 
and prominent business men in Greater 
New York, and the secretary and busi- 
ness manager is John ‘Montgomery 
Ward, a lawyer of this city, who for 
many years was a leading player and 
manager and later part owner of the 
Boston National league club. He is 
not a relative of the brothers Ward. 

A ten-year lease of the grounds has 
been obtained, the Federal leaders an- 
nounced, and the contractors have 
@uaranteed to have everything com- 
pleted in time for the opening of the 
Playing season in April. 

In outlining progress made bv the 
Federal league, Mr. Gilmore said the 
circuit would consist of eight clubs, 
Chicago. St. Louis, Kansas City, In- 
dianapolis, Baltimore, Pittsburg, Buf- 
falo and Brooklyn. He claimed that 152 
players had been procured, all but ten 
of whom had signed contracts for one 
year or more. These are to be dis- 
tributed so that the plaving strength 
of the teams will be equalized. Spring 
training quarters for the players have 


been engaged at Shreveport, La., and 
other places in the south The league’s 
schedule meeting ‘will be held in Bal- 
timore three weeks hence. The season 
will begin April 16 or 18. 
“Many reports have been circulated 
to why Federal league representa- 
tives came here this week,” said Pres- 
ident Gilmore tonight, “but most of 
them were erroneous. We came here to 
Place a club in Greater New York and 
now that we have put through the 
deal I fee] it incumbent on me to apol- 
ogize for having taken the advantage 
of mental reservation for purely busi- 
ness reasons. 

“The financial standing of the Fed- 
eral league makes it independent of 
organized baseball and should the time 
come when it desires to enter organ- 
ized baseball, the Federal league will 
do s0 On its own terms. We have ad- 
vanced $178,000 on account of players’ 
salaries, but have not given a dollar 
in bonuses.” 

Mr. Gilmore denied that either he 
or any member of the learue ever had 
any understanding with American 
league members in regard to a deal for 
placing a club here or in any other 
city. He also sala that any person 
who had legal claims against the Fed- 
eral league for financial assistance or 
otherwise would be reimbursed

Several Important Changes 
Made in Baseball Rules 


New York, February 5.—Several 
changes in the playing rules of base- 
ball were made today by the joint com- 
mittee of the major league rules com- 
mittees.

The runner shall 
be declared out if the coacher tries to

his change was embodied in a new 
section, which will be Known as sec- 
tion 17, rule 56, of the playing rules. 
It reads as follows: 

“Tf a coacher at third base touches 
or holds a base runner, who is round- 
ing third base for the home plate, the 


umpire shall declare such base runner | 


out.” 

Another change in the rules govern- 
ing coaching permits the coacher ver- 
bally to encourage the batsman as wel] 
as the base runner. The rules, here- 
tofore, only permitted the coacher to 
encourage the base ranner. 

When a thrown bal) hits the umpire, 
the batsman shall be allowed to run as 
far as he can: Formerly this omly ap- 
plied when an umpire was hit by a 
thrown ball in foul territory.

Chicago, February 13.—Ample snow 
covering throughout the winter crop 
belt gave wheat a downturn today. 
Closing prices were heavy at % o 
% net decline. Corn finished % to *%@ 
% up and oats with a gain of a ‘shade 
to %. The outcome in provisions was 
a loss of 7% to 1b. 

According to high authority, the 

rospect for winter wheat could not be 

mproved. A leading expert went on 
record with a statement that steady 
cold, even if extreme and on 
fields, was not a damager; that the 
worst menace was successive freezing 
and thawing, resulting in heaving and 
breaking the roots of the plant and 
that the only other serious peril was 
an ice sheeting overspreading fields 


would smother. It was contended that 
no such conditions have prevailed as 
this season and that the snow 
for the present, insure com- 
immunity. Notwithstanding that 
axport sales at Duluth this week were 
said to have amounted to more than 
2,000,000 bushels, prices could not be 
rallied in a way that was at all last- 
ing.

Besides, the 
west reported a better feeding demand, 
and there were advices of crop dam- 
age from hail storms in Argentina, 
where shipments for the week fell off 
about 1,000,000 bushels, compared with 
last week, and with a year ago. 

Strength in oats was, for the most 
part, a reflection from corn. 

Lower prices on hogs carried down 
provisions. After a decided break, 
shorts bought freely to secure profits.

IN THE FRANK CASE 


Judge Evins Has Been Assign- 
ed to Case—Many Wild 
Rumors Afloat. 


Four days have passed and the su- 
preme court has not handed down a 
single decision. 

This is altomwether unusual and those 
familiar with 
of the high court are convinced that 
the consideration of the Frank case is 
responsible for this state of affairs. 

For two days all sorts of rumors 
have been afloat in regard to the 
probable action of the supreme court 
on this famous case, and throughout 
the capitol there has been the great- 
est interest. 

Thursday and Friday night various 
reports were in circulation. All were 
to the effect that the supreme court 
could be depended on to hand down 
its decision this week. 

In point of fact, there is a possi- 
bility of the supreme court rendering 
mo decision until October; then there 
is the probability that it will come 
down in the next few days. The fact 
that no decisions have been handed 
down does not necessarily mean that 
the Frank case is being considered at 
this time, although the majority of 
officials at the capitol give this as 
their opinion. The court has under 
consideration a number of cases which 
must be decided before March 1 and it 
may be that it is these cases which 
are causing the delay. 

All that is definitely known about 
the Frank case is that it was assigned 
to Judge Evins. The record in the 
case is a voluminous one and it is 
impossible to say how long it would 
take the six judges to check up all 
the points involved. 

The decision may come down today; 
again it may be delayed for months. 
It is all a matter of conjecture. No 
one but- the judges themselves and 
their secretaries is in a position to 
know anything about it.

Cieveland, Ohio, February 13.—Harry 
Weiss, internal revenue collector for 
northern Ohio, today mailed to John 
D. Rockefeller at Tarrytown, Ky., tax 
blanks for the listing of the oil king’s 
income for federal taxation under the 
income tax law. Mr. Weiss said he 
would proceed to collect about $2,250,- 
000 income tax from Mr. Rockefeller 
unless he pays the money to the reve- 
nue collector in the Tarrytown dis- 
trict. 

“It hasn’t been decided whether 
Rockefeller’s legal home is Ohio or 
New York, so I’ve sent him blanks to 


| be on the safe side,” said Weiss today. 
| “He will be kept on my list until I am 
| officially informed that he is not a resi- 


dent of Ohio.” 

It is understood that Mr. Rockefeller 
already has received blanks from the 
collector in New York state. 

“I have been informed,” said Mr. 
Weiss, “that Rockefeller earns over 
$40,000,000 a year on his stocks. Every 
man who earns more than $500,000 a 
ay must pay 6 per cent on such surp- 
us. 


CHECK FORGING LAID 
T0 CARL J. WELBORN 


Protesting Innocence, Welborn 
Says Money Was Used 
for His Sick Wife. 


Carl J. Welborn, of Kirkwood, a one- 
time prominent lawyer and city court 
judge of Georgia, whose father was 
formerly the state librartan, faced 
Judge Broyles Friday afternoon on the 
serious charge of forging checks on 
banks of Blairsville, Ga., and Knox- 
ville, Tenn. The checks were for $5 
each and were passed on local mer- 
chants, one being the W. H. Towery 
company, at No. 1 Broad street. 

Colonel Welborn firmly protested in- 
nocence, insisting that the checks were 
legitimate. He stated that the money 
derived from the checks was used in 
behalf of his wife who is lying at the 
point of death with pellagra, and 
begged that his case be held over un- 
til Tuesday, when P. L. Wright, of 
Cooper Creek, located in the moun- 
tains near Blairsville, whose name was 
signed to one of the checks, will ar- 
rive in the city, he said, and show 
that the check was legitimate. 

In the meantime, Colonel Welborn 
will remain at police station, not being 
able to give bond.

Senator Smith’s Address. 
United States Senator Hoke Smith 
spoke. His auditors cheered him 

he arose to address them. 

Senator Smith said in part: 

“I believe that I love all of my 
country, but I know that the pros- 
perity of the southeastern section is 
dear to my heart. 

“The guests and the hosts of this oc- 
casion represent the commercial in- 
terests of our section. 

“You are distinctly merchants, but 
your mental and business activities 
‘reach every line of industry in our sec- 
‘tion. 

“While we have mines, and water 
'powers, and factories, and I expect to 
see them increase in value so that 
they will contribute greatly to the 
progress of our section, our richest 
resource is found in our farm lands 
the possibilities of our soil to 
produce the most varied and wonder- 
crops. 

“The value of the lint cotton and 
seed grown in the six south- 


‘eastern states last year must have been 


‘approximately 
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$4: 50, 000,000. They could 
easily have qroduced food stuffs suf- 
ficient to feed our entire population in 
the states east of the Mississippi. 

“We will only receive a proper re- 
turn from our. soil when the produc- 
tion of food stuffs,is increased accord- 
ing to the possibiities of the soil. Let 
us take Georgia-as an illustration. We 
produced last year. cotton and cotton 
seed worth approximately $200,000,000. 
in round figures, 3,500,000 
acres in corn. ‘This land, cultivated up 
to the highest standard for three years, 
can be made to average 50 bushels per 
acre, and without increasing our corn 
acreage we can raise in Georgia 175,- 
000,000 bushels of corn. The corn club 
boys have more than demonstrated this 

be true. 

“Along with this immense corn pro- 
‘duction we can increase our oats and 
‘our hay. Following this logically will 
be a production of beef cattle and 
hogs, not alone’ sufficient for home 
consumption, but amply sufficient to 
supply many other markets. 

“There is scarcely a limit to the ca- 
pacity of Georgia’s soil to produce 
|fruits and vegetables. Raising food 
istuffs amply sufficient to supply our 
lown people and marketing in the east 
7 a large part of our products, outside of 
,our cotton, a handsome net return 
i should come to the state. 

“Add to this $200,000,000 a year from 
our cotton crop and the agriculture of 
Georgia in a few years will make this 
one of the richest states in the world.’ 

Senator Smith then took up the agri- 
cultural extension work as it applied 
to Georgia, discussing its benefit to 
this section.
